Tue Alhambra has been so often and so mi- 

nutely described by travellers, that a mere sketch 

| will probably be sufficient for the reader to re- 

fresh his recollection; I will give, therefore, a 

brief account of our visit to it the morning afler 
our arrival in Granada. 

Lee7ing our posada of La Espada, we travers- 
ed the renowned square of the Vivarrambla, once 

| the scene of Moorish jousts an@gournaments, now 
a crowded market place. From thence we pro- 
ceeded along the Zacatin, the main street of what 
was the great Bazaar, in the time of the Moors, 
where the small and narrow alleys still re- 
tain their Oriental character. Crossing an open 
| place in frowe of the patare of the captain-gene- 
| ral, we ascended a confined and winding street, 
the name of which reminded us of the chivalric 
| daysof Granada. Itis called the Cal/e, or street 
| of the Gomeres: from a Moorish famity, famous 
| in chronicle and seng. This street led up to a 
mansion gateway of Grecian architecture, built 
by Charles V., forming the entrance to the do- 
| mains of the Alhambra. 
| At the gate were two or three ragged and su- 
| perannuated soldiers dozing on a sione bench, 
| the successors of the Zegris and the Abencerra- 
fee while a tall, meagre varlet, whose rusty 
»rown cloak was, evidently, intended to conceal 
| the ragged state of his nether garments, was 
| lounging in the sunshine, and gossiping with an 
ancient sentinel,on duty. He joined us as we 
| entered the gate, and red his services to show 
us the fortress.

The common Spaniards have certainly a most 
poetical way of expressing themselves. “ A son 
of the Alhambra ;" the appellation caught me at 
once ; the very tattered garb of my new acquain- 

| tance assumed a dignity in my eyes. It was em- 
blematic of the features of the place, and became 
the progeny of a ruin. 

I put some farther questions to him, and found 

| his tle was legitimate. Hus family had lived in 
the fortress from generation to generation, ever 
| since the time of the conquest. His name was 
Mateo Ximenes. “ Then, perhaps,” said 1,“ you 
may be a descendant from the great Cardinal 
Ximenes.” 
“ Dios sabe ! God knows,se or. It may be so. 
| We are the oldest family in the Alhambra. Je- 
ejos Cristianos, old Christians, without any taint 
of Moor or Jew. I know we belong to some 
great famiy or other, but I forget who. My fa- 
ther knows all about it. He has the coat of arms 
| hanging up in hus cottage, up in the fortress.” — 
There is never a Spaniard, however poor, but 
has some claim to high pedigree. The first title 
of this ragged worthy, however had « ompletely 
captivated me, so I gladly acc epted the services 
| of the “ son of the Alhambra 
| We now found ourselves in a deep narrow ra- 
vine, filled with beautiful groves, with a steep 
and various foot-paths winding through 
it, bordered with stone seats, and ornamented 
with fountains. To our left, we beheld the towers 
of the Alhambra beetling above us; to our right, 
on the opposite side of the ravine, we were equal- 
ly dominaved by rival towers on a rocky emi- 
nence. These we were told, were the Torres 
Vermejos, or Vermilion towers, so called from 
their ruddy hue. No one knows their origin.— 
They are of a date much anternor to the Alham- 
bra. Some suppose them to have been built by 
the Romans ; others, by some wandering colony 
of Phernicians. Ascending the steep and shady 
| avenue, we arrived at the foot of a huge square 
Moorish tower, forming a kind of Cestiven, 
through which passed the main entrance to the 
fortress. Within the barbican was another group 
of veteran mvalids, one mounting guard at the 
portal, while the rest, wrapped in their tattered 
| cloaks, slept on the stone benches. This portal 
| is called the Gate of Justice, from the tribunal 
| beld within its porch during the Moslem dom- 
| nation, for the immediate trial of petty causes ; 
a custom common to the Oriental nations, and 
occasionally alluded to in the sacred Scriptures. 

The great vestibule, or porch of the gate, is 
formed by aa immense Arabian arch, of the 
horse shoe form, which springs to half the height 
of the tower. On the key-stone of this arch is 
engraven a gyrantic hand. W ithin the vestibule,

of Arabian story. We found ourselves in a great 
court paved with white marble and decorated at 
each end with light Moorish peristyles. It is 
called the court of the Alberca. In the centre 
was an immense basin, or Sich-pool, a hundred 
and thirty feet in length, by thirty in breadth, 
}stocked with gold-fish, and bordered by hedges of 
jroses. At the upper end of this court, rose the 
great tower of Comares. 
| From the lower end, we passed through a 
Moorish arch-way into the renowned Court of 
Lions. There is no part of the edifice that gives 
|us a more complete idea of its original beauty 
and magnificence than this; for none has suffered 
| so little from the ravages of time. In the centre 
stands the fountain famous imgong und story. The 
alabaster basins still shed their diamond drops, 
and the twelve lions which support them, cast 
|forth their crystal streams as in the days of 
| Boabdil. The court is laid eat in flower beds, and 
surrounded by hght Arabian arcades of open fili- 
gree work, supported b pillars of white 
marble.

It is impossible to c plate this once fa- 
| vourtte abode of Oriental manners, without feel- 
jing the early associations of Arabian romance, 
and almost expecting to see the white arm of 
some mysterious princess beckoning from the 
baleony, or some dark eye apertding Usene> the 
lattice. The abode of beauty is here, as if it had 
been inhabited but yesterday—but where are 
the Zoraydas and Linderaxas!

where they were beheaded. He showed us also 
certain broad ruddy stains in the pavement, 
traces of their blood, which, according to popular 
belief, can never be effaced. Finding we listen- 
ed to him with easy faith, he added, that there 
was often heard at might, in the Court of the 
Lions, alow confused sound, resembling the mur- 
murings of a multitude; with now and then a 
faint tinkling, hke the distant clank of chains. 
These noises are probably produced by the bub- 
bling currents and tinkhng falls of water, con- 
ducted under the pavement through pipes and 
channels to supply the fountains; but according 
to the legend of the son of the Alhambra, they 
made by the spirits of the murdered Aben- 
cerrages, whe nightly baunt the scene of their 
suffering, and mvoke the vengeance of Heaven 
on their destrover. 

From the Court of Lioms, we retraced oar 
steps through the court of the Alberea, or great 
fishpool, crossing which, we proceeded to the 
tower of Comares, so called from the name of the 
Arabian architect. It is of massive strength, 
and lofty height, domineering over the rest of the 
edifice, and overhanging the steep hill side, 
which descends abruptly to the banks of the 
Darro. A Moorish archway admitted us into a 
vast and lofty hall, which oecupies the intetior 
of the tower, and was the grand audience cham- 
ber of the Moslem monarchs, thence called the 
hall of Ambassadors. It stl bears the traces of 
past magnificence. The walls are richly stucco- 
ed and decorated with arabesques, the vaulted 
ceihngs of cedar wood, almost lost in obscurity 
from its height, still gleam with rich gilding and 
the brilliant tints of the Arabian pencil, On 
three sides of the saloon, are deep windows cut 
through the imreonse thickness of the walls, the 
balconies of wrich, looking down upon the ver- 
dant valley of the Darro, the streets and con- 
vents of the Albaycin, and command a pros- 
pect of the distant Vega. I might go on to 
describe the other delightful apartments of this 
side of the palace; the Tocador or toilet of the 
Queen, an open belvedere on the summit of the 
tower, where the Moorish sultanas enjoyed the 
pure breezes from the mountain and the pros- 
peet of the surrounding paradise. The secluded 
ittle patio or garden of Lindaraxa, wit’: its ala- 
baster fountain, its thickets of roses and myrtles, 
citrons and oranges.
